Clean Sweep for the Present Congress- 
man in Nearly Every Caucus 
in the District. 


Congressman Wiiliam 8. Knox made 
a splendid chowing at the Republican 
caucuses Monday night, receiving de e- 
gates enough to ensure his renomina- 
tion in Congress.

For Employers and Employed. 
(From Saturday Evening Post) 


Editor Saturday Evening Post: 

Qne reason why the young man fails 
fs a lack. of appreciation and encour- 
agement from his employer in the way 
of a just reward for his efforts, and his 
éwh realization of his poor pay and his 
employer’s or his employer’s manager's 
selfishness and neglect of him. 

Here are a few examples: A young 
man works day and night, every day in 
the year, and often without vacation 
or any hours of recreation using every 
personal effort and contributing by his 
ability and pains largely to hig employ- 
er’s interest and success, never failing 
to do work after customary hours or 
favors of any kind if asked by his em- 
ployer or required by his manager—all 
the year trying to assist and forward 
the interest of his employer. When the 
end of the year comes and the year’s 
business is figured up, and the employ- 
er finds he has shown an increase of 
twenty-five to fifty per cent, he will 
swell up and tell his friends of his suc- 
cess, and in his office will express his 
selfish pleasure at such a happy state 
of affairs and expect his employees 
gleefully to congratulate him. It never 
seems to occur to him that they could 
enter into his pleasure a fittle more 
heartily if he would voluntarily go to 


. them and say: “My success has been 


fine this year. iAll of us have worked 
hard, and I wish to show my appreci- 
ation of your efforts by an increase in 
salary—in other words I wish to divide 
the success and rewards with the man 
or men who have helped me make it.” 

But instead of this, too often the 
manager is called and is told that by 


‘rearrangement and putting more work 


on those retained two or three employ- 
eees may be cut out and the expense 
lessened. If in some special or isolated 
case a salary is raised some pitiful 
amount it is done begrudgingly. Ail 
incentive to continued good exertion is 
killed. 

Again: A young man may work all 
day and one-half the night and keep it 
up all through the busy season, and 
some morning on account of lack of 
sleep ‘be five minutes late, His em- 
ployer tells ‘him if he wants to keep 
his position he will have to get there 
on time. Or if he should ask for twen- 
ty minutes to go and attend to some 
urgent personal matter he js told that 
such matter must be attended to out- 
side of work or office hours, and office 
hours or work hours are from 7.30 to 
8 o’clock a, m,. to as late as you can 
stand up or keep your eyes open. In 
the very next breath the same employ- 
er will ask this same employe to do 
something outside of hours, and dis- 
miss him if, for any reason he refuses. 

One could write page after page of 
this unfairness and the majority of em- 
ployers would have to recognize the 
truth. And yet the young man is asked 
to watch closely and _ conscientiously 
his employer’s interest to become com- 
petent and valuable in it. He may do 
so for a while until, year by year, he 
sees it is of no use, and grows cogni- 
zant of the fact that the employer has 
but little disposition to be fair or ap- 
preciative, and that he is expected to 
work as hard and as long as possibie 
for as little return as possible. Can you 
expect the majority to adopt any tac- 
tics other than those suggested by the 
employers—to take every - advantage 
possible, 

(Never while the sun ehines will the 
employe stop watching the clock and 
become truly interested, and quit the 
hypocrisy of pretending to be inter- 
ested that he may hold his livelihood, 
until he gets a reasonable and just re- 
turn for the interest and efforts he puts 
forth, This lack of fairness breeds in- 
competency, and while it is;-in a way, 
& great loss to the em'ployed, ‘the em- 
ployer also greatly feels it, for the more 
competent and co-operative his organi- 
zation the greater, his possibilities.

“College Administration.”’ 


President Charles F. Thwing, D. D.,: 
LL. D., is soon to publish through ‘ The 
Century Co.,” New York, a volume on 
“College Administration,” in which he 
says: 

“The college has surrendered to 
the professional school in a degree 
through allowing courses in the pro- 
fessional school, in certain instances, 
to count also toward its own first 
degree, The college is thus in peril 
of losing its first year and also its 
last. The academy. is willing, and 
eager, to do the first year’s work. 
The college, on the whole, seems to 
be. quite willing for the professional 
school to do at least a part of the 
senior year’s work. We, therefore, - 
are left with a college not of three 
years, but only of two! Let it not 
be inferred that this condition is a 
serious one’ for signs of the move- 
ment do warrant the application of 
the word “ serious,” to its condition. 

And yet it is easy to suggest sev- 
eral considerations which fayor the 
shortening of the college course to 
two years. Among them are: 

1,. The better differentiation. of 
American education. Education may 
be said to cover three fields: first, 
the field of facts, in which observa- 
tion is the chief intellectual faculty ; 
second, the field of relations, in which 
reasoning is thé chief. intellectual 
faculty; and third, the field of pro- 
fessional knowledge, in which the 
education of the volitional faculty 
of application is the chief, though 
not the only, power. ‘Through put- 
ting the freshman and sophomore - 
years into: the fitting-se that 
part of, education, which, demands 
the faculty of observation. b es 
ait beling An tuh Aetingactiogl ‘and 

hg in the Hein ; 

Te ithe “Attiiig: f 
school ‘stand ‘for | rvation, and | 
gover five or. | me yond ‘be, 
proper ; let the college stand for the

2. A second advantage lies in a 
large economy in money,and in time. 
Education as given by the college is 
more costly than education as given 
by the academy. All the elements 
of expense are placed on a higher 
basis in the college. Laboratories 
are more extensive. Books are more 
numerous. The larger relations of 
studies are more constant. The gen- - 
eral scale of expenses among college 
men is higher than it is among pre+ 
paratory-school men. I think, also, 
there would be some saving in time. 
Freshmen, in college do not, on the 
whole, work so hard as seniors in the 
fitting-school. A man, too, needs 
adjustment to his environment to 
get the best intellectual work out of 
himself. One, therefore, who. has 
been three or four years in a. fitting- 
‘school, can spend one or two years 
more with less expenditure of men- 
tal force and in the securing of lar- 
ger results, than he would be obliged 
to make when transferred to the 
new. environment of college life. . 
College life is dissipating of time. 

, Preparatory-school life promotes 
concentration of interest. 

3,, A third adyantage of putting 

the first two years of the college 
course into the fitting-school is found 
in.the fact that the ethical and intel- 
lectual demands for supervision in 
the first two years of the college 
course are better met by the fitting- 
school than by the college. Many 
freshmen and sophomores have not 
the ability to care for themselves. 
They do needa parent. , The college 
cannot stand in loco parentis, The 
college cannot know the freshman’s 
down-sittings and -up-risings, his go- 
ing outs and his coming ins, The 
college must leave him to himself. 
The best college traditions and con- 
ditions demand that the freshman 
and sophomore be left to himself, 
To leave him to himself is, of course, 
in a sense, the application of the 
divine method in leaving men to 
themselves; but the college method, 
like the divine, is pretty costly to 
character. Too many men in the 
earlier part of their college career 
go tothe bad. In the last two years 
they usually recover themselves and 
go to the good, and the better, and 

the best. Seldom does one find a 

college man a permanent moral pank- 

rupt.”

It is thought that the victim resided 
at 12 Bloomfield street but it is not 
definitely known at the time of writing. 

As usual in the case of mill  acci- 
dents the gates were closed and the 
officials refused to give out anything at 
the time when the reporters were on 
the scene.

‘Obituary 


In the sudden death of Andrew 
Sharpe; better known of the dry goods 
firm of A. Sharpe & Co., Lawrence 
loses one of its best and most success- 
ful-business men. 

M. Sharpe had been in ill health for 
about three years but had been improv- 
ing in health lately and yesterday, as 
his. custom, had attended the 
morning services at the First Baptist 
church where he was a senior deacon. 

He expired suddenly at 11.45 o’clock 
last night’ at his home, 181 Jackson 
street, 

About 9 o’clock he complained to his 
wife of feeling dizzy and weak and sug- 
gested calling a physician. Dr. George 
C. Howard was sent.for and responded 
quickly, and later other physicians 
were also called, but the efforts of all 
were unavailing. 

Mr. Sharpe was born at Cupar Fife, 
Scotland, April 4, 1834, and was conse- 
quently 66 years old last April. His 
early life was spent in the old country 
and after attaining his majority he es- 
tablished himself in the dry goods busi- 
ness there. He came to this country 41 
years ago last May with his brother-in- 
law, J. C, Stuart, and together they es- 
tablished the dry goods firm of A. 
Sharpe & Co., which continued until a 
few years since when the firm dissolved 
and each of the partners continued’.in 
business for himself. 

He was a member of Phoenician lodge 
of Masons, and of Bethany command- 
ery, Knights Templar. He represented 
ward two in the common council in 1878 
and 1879, which was the only public po- 
sition he had filled. ‘He was a director 
of the Arlington National bank and ore 
of the leading stockholders of the 
Wright Manufacturing company. 

He is survived by his wife, one broth- 
er, Thomas Sharpe of Boston, and two 
sisters, Mrs. J. C. Stuart and Mrs. John 
K. Norwood.
